1, a. The ZERBST (ti 52/D 98) airfield was observed from its south~ 
western corner between 11:30 a.m. and 3:40 pom. in clear weather, 


bo. The following aircraft were observed: Seven or eight jet 
aircraft of type No 2 (see Annex) parked in front of the north- 
east hangar, three low-winz monoplanes (type undetermined) inside 
the partially open hangar and 306 to 40 aircraft of an undetermined 
type east of the hangar. 


2, One plane each of types (1 and 2) alternately flew over the left 
section of the field between 12:30 p.m ard 3 p.m., each Plight 
lasting about.1C minutes. Small white flags, 160 feet apart, 
marked the right and left borders of the runway. <A radio station 
of four braced, about 25—foot radio masts, arranv;ed in & square 
was south of the runway. Three AA guns of about &C mm caliber: 
and 10-foot barrels, surrounded by earthwalls, were emplaced on 
the southern edge of the landing field. The breechblocks of ‘the 
guns, probably provided with flash hiders, were covered. 


3. Description of Jet Aircrafts: 


a. Type No ls Nose wheel, considerably rounded wing roots, 
weapons not observed; cockpit possibly two-seat (not definitely 
recognized), good climbing ability after the take-off, average 
speed estimated at 286 mph; lower section painted a light blue. 
This type was observed several times over the field at an alti- 
tude of about 500 feet. . 


bo Type No 2s Low-wing monoplane, wings considerably swept back 
and dihedral; high rudder assembly, elevator assembly not accurate 
ly seen, tripod landing gear with nose wheel; after take-off 
flying horizontally at an altitude of about 330 feet, landing gear 
was retracted afterwards; averace spced at local flixhts estimated 
at 4CO mph; smell bulges, probably metal cover plates for landing 
gear, set under wings, not painted (silver metal sheen). ‘This 

type was observed several times in side-view flights and once 

when crossing the field. 
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
